He criticised the Government for 
rchabiditating ex-Nazis while at the same 
lime discriminating against their victims. 


ISRAELI LAWYERS’ 3-DAY 
STRIKE

JERUSALEM 
Lawyers employed by the State this 


week went on strike for three days 
They demanded revision of their 
salaries claiming that they were 


entitled to the same salaries as magi- 
strates and judges (Supreme Court 
judges are the highest paid officials in 
Israel) About 175 lawyers were 
involved in the strike. 

The Government has refused to discuss 
their demands until it has received the 
report of the special committee estab- 
lished some months ago to cxamine the 
entire problem of salaries of all 
employees of the State and public insti- 
tutions. 

Ihe lawyers refused to wait because 
they were uncertain how long the com- 
mittee would take to arrive at its recom- 
mendations. They maintain that they 
have a special status and that their tasks 
entail a great deal of work outside their 


offices. 
Since March 1 they have refused to 
work overtime, thus slowing down the 


work of the courts. If this week's strike 


fails to impress the Government they will 


hold a seven-day strike at a later date.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


PRINCE AND PROPHET 


N this week's prophetic lesson 
Ezekiel draws up his plan for 


a Jerusalem worthy of her 
name: “The Lord is there.” His 
main concern is the difference 


between a4 political and a religious 
community. A religious community, 
too, must have its worldly leaders ; 
but Ezekiel is very alert to the 
danger of a worldly leader who may 
forget that in a religious community 
he must remain an administrator 
I ie! secs the dec isiv¢ 
difference between: a political and a 
religious community He therefore 


cleans 


no longer uses the word “king” for 
the head of messianic Jerusalem, but 
calls him. “prince.” To Ezekiel the 
function of a king 1s to wage wars. 
A religious community does not wage 
war. but has beaten the swords into 


p.oughshares. 
When we read our prophetic lesson 


the impression is that Ezekiels use 
of the word prince instead of the 
word “king” is a kind of derogation 
But Ezekiel only insists on a non- 
political leadership for his religious 
conmmmunits It may seem to be 
derogation when we hear that the 
prince musi at processions enicr 
the sanctuary together with the 
am-haaretz, with the people of the 
land And the prince. when the,

Mr. Henry Montor, stormy petre! 
of American Jewish politics, whose 
resignation from the leadership of the 
Israc! Bond Sales Organisation has just 
been announced, has probably done 
more than any other single person to 
raise funds for Israel and other Jewish 
causes. Under his energetic leader- 
ship the United Jewish Appeal, of 
which he was Director-General unt! 
1950. collected $720,000,000, and he 
was largely responsible for the success 
of the Israel bond sales campaign. 
which he directed from the start. This 
is not the first time that Mr. Montor's 


outspoken views have created an 
upheaval in American Jewish life 
After the creation of Israel he 
frequently clashed with the then 
militant leadership of the Zionist 
Organisation of America, practically 
forcing the resignations of Rabbi 
Hille!

ACTION 


Verdict for Defendant

After a hearing before Mr. Justice 
Donovan, which had lasted for si 
days, the jury on Monday returned a 
verdict im favour of the defendant in 
the libel action by Mrs. Esther Iwi, 
of Meadway. Golders Green, 4 
former Justice of the Peace, against 
Mr. Edward Bernard Montesole, ol 
Gloucester Square, Paddington, who 
is Chairman of the Magistrates of the 
Gore Division of Midd.esex. 

Mrs. Iwi. who is the wife of a solcitor 
conducted her case im person. I hie 
Attorney-General, Sir Reginald Manning. 
ham-Buller, Q.C.. and Mr. Rodger Winn 
appeared for the Lord Chancelior:inter- 
vening: Mr. Cyril Salmon, Q.C., and 
Mr. Helenus Milmo appeared for Mi:

Jews’ College Publication 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A memorial volume to Dr. A. 
Biichler, for 33 years Principal of Jews’ 
College, will soon be ready. The 
Chief Rabbi stated at Tuesday's meet- 
ing of the College Council (held at 
Woburn House, London, W.C.) that 
it would be the first in the new series 


of Jews’ College publications and 
would contain a selection of Dr. 
Biichler’s essays which had _ not 


hitherto appeared in English. 

Mr. A. A. Mocatia, O.B.E., Q.C.., 
Chairman of the Council, stated tha 
the memorial volume was being pro- 
duced by the Oxford University Press. 
The committee which tad discussed 
the matter had decided that the College 
publications should be resurfred. But 
lack of finances—the College had had 
an annual deticu for the past three of 
four years and was making an appeal 

meant that it could not give as much 
support to the decision as it would like 
There had been a difference of opimon 
among the members of the commilice. 
One suggestion had been that they should 
take 100 volumes of the work, wh ch 
would amount to £125, and another that 
they should make a grant of £50 toward 
the publication. 

The Chief Rabb: said he hoped 
that as one of those who had advocated 
that the Colk should make contriDu- 
tion of at least £125 towards the volume, 
the Council would agree to his sugges- 
Hon.

ARABS KILLED 600 
JEWS IN 6 YEARS 


Knesset Leader Addresses 
Willesden J.P.A.

Six hundred Jews had been killed 
by Arabs in six years in border inci- 
dents in Israel, stated Mr. Meier Argov, 
Chairman of the Foreign Affairs and 
Security Committee of the Knesset, 
when he spoke at the Willesden J.P.A. 
Committee's dinner. and ball, held at 
Selby’s Restaurant, London, on Satur- 
day evening. 

Mr. Argov, who spoke in Yiddish, 
referred to the preponderance of Arabs 
over Israelis in the Middle East and 
emphasised the nearness to the Arab 
frontier of the main Jewish centres. 

Dealing with aliya, Mr. Argov said 
that 50.000 Jews. mostly from North 
Africa. would enter the country this year 
But even without aliva Israel. would by 
1959 have a population of 2,000,000, 


Suez Blockade Protest 


Protesting against Egypt's continued 

refusal to allow the passage of Isracli 
ships through the Suez Cana!, Mr. Argov 
said that Isracl had for seven years waged 
a campaign to have the ban withdrawn 
and there had been very fine speeches in 
the Security Council by representatives 
of other nations, but the position was 
still the same. Israel was losing tens of 
thousands of dollars because of the ban. 
He asked how long the world expected 
Israc! to bear that intolerable burden. 
. Speaking about the recent Gaza imci- 
dent, Mr. Argov said that the Egyptians 
had established a sabotage and espionage 
centre in the Gaza strip and there had 
been continuous raids. Israelis were find- 
ing it difficult to distinguish Arab sabo- 
teurs, who spoke Hebrew, from North 
Afnmean Jews. 

The Israelis. Mr. Argov went on, were 
surrounded by enemies and had to rely 
on their army. In the past few wecks 
treaties had been signed in the Middle 
East which had changed the political

A decision in the test case of Mr. 


Norbert Wollheim against the LG. 
Farben Chemical Trust, which 
employed him as a Slave worker 


during the war, was on Tuesday post- 
poned indefinitely by a higher court 
ruling here pending the submission of 
more detailed evidence by both parties. 

The court was considering an appeal by 
the trust that it quash a district court 
judgment of 1953 in favour of Mr. Woll- 
heim, a German-born Jew now living in 
New York, in which he was awarded 
10,000 marks (about £830) for “ mental! 
suffering © as a slave worker for the Trust 
while he was at Auschwitz. 

The issue is a test case since on it may 
depend the outcome of 2.200 other claims 
against the Trust totalling 66,000,000

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DULLES: GAZA INCIDENT 
UPSETS U.S.A. PLANS 


WASHINGTON 

Mr. Dulles, the U.S.A. Secretary of 
State, this week indicated that the 
Gaza incident had impeded Anierican 
plans to extend security considera- 
tions desired by Israel. 

Asked about the American-Israch dis- 
cussions which have been held - periodi- 
cally over the past few months, Mr: 
Dulles said at a press conference here

ERADICATING PREJUDICE 
AND DISCRIMINATION

GENEVA 
A conference of non-governmental 
organisations interested in the eradica- 
tion of prejudice and discrimination 
will be held here at the end of the 
month. 


Convened by the Secretary-General of 
the United Nations at the suggestion of 
the Economic and Social Council, the 
conference will, among other matters, 
exchange views on the most effective 
means of combating prejudice and 
discrimination, and discuss the desira- 
bility and feasibility of co-ordinating the 
endeavours of non-governmental organ- 
sations in combating these evils. 

In 1952 the Secretary-General pointed 
out to the Economic and Social Council 
that many non-governmental organisa- 
tions, including a number; having consul- 
lative Status with the Council, were 
actively engaged in activities designed to 
eradicate prejudice and discrimination. 


He emphasised, however. that unco- 
ordinate? action this field was 
conducive to duplication and that 


certain aspects of the work might be 
overlooked In addition, he thought 
that some organisations, which had as 
their objective the promotion of social 
progress generally, might well be encour- 
aged to devote a larger proportion of 
their resources to the vital problem of

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AMERICAN POLICY IN MIDDLE EAST 


From MURRAY FRANK

The one outstanding “ accomplish- 
ment” of the Conference of Jewish 
Organisations, held here recently, 1s 
that American Jewry and Israel now 
know precisely where they stand with 
the U.S.A. State Department and what 
the latter's policy is concerning the 
Middle East. 

It was spelt out in concrete terms by 
Mr. John D. Jernegan, the Deputy Assis- 
tant Secretary of State for Near Eastern 
Affairs. and it was clearly intended to 
inform the Jewish organisations and their 
leaders in no uncertain terms of the 
current thinking in the State Department, 
its aims, its methods, and its determina- 
tion to pursue this policy in the future. 
Briefly, uw can be delineated as follows: 

Isracl will not be included in the col- 
lective defence arrangement now undcr 
consideration for the Middle East as long 
as Arab-Israeli relations remain as they 
are. Consequently, Israel docs not even 
come within the purview of. current State 
Departmem defence planning for the 
area. The United States deplores the fact 
that the relations between Israel and tts 
Arab neighbours “are anything but 
good,” and it is doing its best to improve 
these relations—but how this is being 
done was not indicated. 


“No Danger of Attack” 


Further. the United States will continue 
to send arms to Irag and will negotiate 
military pacts with “certain other 
countries’ in the area. To counteract 
the anxiety which is felt in Isracl and in 
America, the assiirance was again given 
that American military aid to the Arab 
States would not be used for aggressive 
purposes against Israc! In fact. Mr. 
Jernégan stated emphatically that Israc! 
as a nation was not in any special 
danger of attack from its neighbours and 
that he saw no evidence of any intent on 
their part to attack Israel because of its 
highly developed military forces and its 
advantage in holding intcrior lines. 

At this point there was an audible gasp 
from the audience. “ How can a man be 
so unrealistic?" someone behind me 
observed. The policy as laid down by 
Mr. Jernegan came as a bitter anti-climax 
to the whole spirit and the optimism 
which had pervaded the conference up 
to that moment. 

Here were the leaders of 16 leading 
Jewish - organisations representing § the 
overwhelming number of American Jews. 
It was the most representative and per- 
haps most important Jewish gathering 
of this nature m a decade, called for the 
specific purpose of laying the foundation 
for close co-operation on behalf of Israel 
and to bring to the attention of the 
American Government the views and 
opinions of U.S.A. Jewry regarding the 
security and existence of Israel. 

Dr. Nahum Goldmann, the Joint Chair- 
man of the Jewish Agency. set the right 
tone at the opening session when he 
declared that there was no disagreement 
with the basic aims of American policy 
in. the Middle East. namely, to bring the 
area into the Western defence orbit and 
to gain the co-operation of the Arab 
world for this purpose. The disagreement 
concerned the methods used to implement 
this policy, such as the unilatcral arming 
of the Arab States and the diplomatic 
isolation of Israel, which “ ienore Isracl 
as though she were geographically else- 
where,”” He added that such treatment 
almost constvtuted “de facto withdrawal 
of recognition from Israel” and encou- 
raged the extremists among Arab leaders 


Balance of Strength 


Pleading for a reappraisal of American 
policy. in the Middle East, particularly 
a revision of its methods and applica- 
ton, Dr. Goldmann issued a warning 
that America’s exclusion of Israel from 
Middie East defence arrangements was 
“ self-defeating.”” He also emphasised 
that continued arming of the Arab States 
without corresponding military assistance 
to Israel would destroy “ the 
balance of strength which is 
deterrent to a_ second 
Israel.” 

Then came an address by Mr. George 
V. Allen, the Assistant Secretary of 
State for Near Eastern Affairs (he is Mr. 
Jernegan'’s superior), which was well 
received because of its friendly tone. He 
disclosed for the first time that the United 
Sates was in the process of reappraising 
its Middle Eastern policy. and that * when 
such a statement 1s made, it will be by 
the Secretary (Mr. Dulles) himself. or 
with his fullest concurrence.’ He indi- 
cated that the U.S.A. would cut off mili- 
tary aid to the Arab countries if, in its 
opinion, such aid would be used in any 
aggressive manner. He had a kind word 
to say about Israel's progress in recent 
years, and concluded with the observa- 
tion that he had made a note of several 
of Dr. Goldmann’s suggestions to which 
he would give serious thought as to their 
applicability to U.S.A. policy. 

Thus, the first session, under the chair- 
manship of the B'nai B'rith President,

Mr. Philip M. Klutznick, ended on a 
high note. The morning session the next 
day. at which Mrs. Rose Halprin. of 


Hadassah, presided, was devoted primarily 


to economic matters. It included a 
review by Mr. Levi Eshkol, the Finance 
Minister of Israel, of Israel's economic 
progress in the past three years, and a 
report on U.S.A. economic and technical 
aid to Israel and other countries by Mr. 
Norman C. Paul, the Director of the 
Near East Office of the Foreign Opera- 
tions Admunistration. 

Dr. Isracl Goldstein was Chairman of 
the luncheon session, at which the Israeli 
Ambassador, Mr. Abba Eban, reviewed 
the political situation in the Middle East, 
with special emphasis on current Israeli- 
Egyptian relations and the Turkish-lraqi 
agreement. Mr. Eban strongly empha- 
sised that the friendship of the U.S.A. 
continued to be Isracl’s “ strongest reli- 
ance,” thereby warning that “ any specific 
divergence should not be generalised into 
a false assumption of sundered friend- 
ship.”’ Nevertheless, he dismissed 
Western assurances that the security of 
Isracl was not threatened as “ neither 
thoughtful nor prudent.” 

Then came the concluding session, with 
Mr. Jernegan as the speaker. The mixed 
feeling and the anxicty of the first day 
concerning the dangers facrng Israel had 
by this time given way to a feeling of 
unity and determination on behalf of the 
common cause—the security of Israel.

UNICEF’S PROGRAMME IN ISRAEL

Even as tension mounts along 
Israel's borders another kind of war 
iS gomg on in the Middle East—a 
silent battle against sickness that is 


bound to affect the region in a positive — 


way long after the shooting has been 
forgotten and peace has _ been 
established. 

This is the war being waged by the 
United Nations Children’s Fund (Unicef) 
on behalf of the children of the world. 
The work being performed in the Middle 
Fast exemplifes that being done else- 
where. Very often the health 
programmes carried out by Unicef help 
also adults in the region concerned. In 
the case of malaria, for example, protec- 
tion was last year given to 2,013,000 
persons; this year proicction will be 
extended to 4,537,000 persons—about 
half of the total living in malarial areas. 


Child Welfare Services 


These and other figures came to light 
as the Programme Committce of Unicef 
last week began consideration here of 
its recommendations for future work. 
The Chairman of the Committee is Mrs 
Zena Harman, a member of the Israeli 
delegation to. the United Nations and 
wife of Mr. Avraham Harman, Consul- 
General in New York. They are shortly 
to return to Israel whcre Mr. Harman 
will take up new duties at the Forcign 
Office. 

In connection with Isracl, Unicef’s 
recommendation this year is to apportion 
$54,000 to assist the Jewish State to 
expand further its “maternal and child 
welfare training in the next three years. 
Unicef would provide supplies, equin- 
ment, and transport for the establishment 
of nine rural health centres to serve areas 
inhabited mainly by Arabs, Druzes, and 
Beduin: and the creation of three units, 
with facilities for the care of 59 premature 
babies at a time, in areas where there 
are no such facilttics. It would also 
continue the distribution of fish liver oil 
capsules of vitamins next winter. Previous 
Unicef contributions to Israel for 
maternal and child welfare services and 
training totalled $136.600, exclusive of 
shipping costs. Isracl is expected to 
spend $1,414,000 on the programme for 
capital expenditures and recurring costs 
over the three-year period. 

The expansion of these services in 
Isracl has already resulted in the rate 
of infant mortality dropping from 51.9 
out of 1,000 live births in’ 1949 to 358 
in 1953, 

Unicef’s report shows that maternal 
and child welfare services have expanded 
continuously since the establishment of 
the State of Israel with the object of 
providing complete preventive health 
services throughout the country. At the 
end of 1953, there were 357 maternal and 
child welfare centres tn Israel, and by 
the end of 1954 the number had increased 
to 392. The intention is to bring the 
total up to 500 within the next three 
years. As a result of the improved 
services. an appreciable improvement in 
the health of mothers and children has 
been noted. the report states. 

The organisation's programme provides 
for the supply of basic eauipment. jeep- 
type vehicles, and midwifery equipment 
to the new health centres in rural areas. 

Two centres will be established in the 
Negev for Beduin nomadic tribes who 
are being encouraged to settle per- 
manently in areas of thcir own selection. 
All nine centres would provide maternity 
beds, comprehensive ante-natal, delivery, 
and post-natal services. as well as infant 
and child health services, both preven-

This 
is intended to give every member a 
chance to take part in choosing the 
Subject to be read and also, if he so 
desires, to read jt to the group 
assembled at the club. This, too, helps 
the administration to obtain a good 
deal of information about the literary 
tastes of the members, whether they 
prefer extracts from Stalin or extracts 
from Peretz. 

Although, under the Communist 
régime, and with the present campaign 
against religion, the Jewish Sabbath 
no longer occupies the place it did. 
Friday night still appears to enjoy a 
privileged position, the evening often 
being given up to the singing of 
Jewish songs or such entertainment 
as js approved under the régime. In 
the Jewish clubs in Lodz. Cracow, and 
other cities one still hears on Friday 
might Yiddish folk songs ‘sung by 
special choirs, which jin themselves 
have now become a valuable cultural 
factor in Polish Jewish life There 
are scores of Jewish choirs all over 
the country, and only recently they 
held an all-country congress and 
competition. There are also a number 
of Jewish orchestras, mainly formed 
by the various Yiddish schools. for 
the purpose of celebrating the 
country’s numerous political holidays. 


Attracting Youth 


Membership of the Folk Clubs 
appears to be open to all, and ts not 
restricted by age or sex. But there 
are special gatherings designed to 
attract youth. who, although mainly 
associated with non-Jewish youth 
clubs, very often show a preference 
for attending the Yiddish gatherings, 
together with their parents. » . Essen- 
lially the clubs have, of necessity 
taken the place of the innumerable 
pre-war Jewish organisations § and 
associations, political as well as 
cultural. The Folk Club performs the 
role of the old Zionist, Folkist, 
Bundist and other political centres, 
and has supplanted the Hazomir and 
similar unions 

But there 1s also another part these 
clubs are playing in Jewish life im 
Poland today--namely, that of the 
synagogue. There are. of course, no 
restrictions on religious observance in 
Poland. But the economic structure 
of the Jew has completely changed 
under the Communist régime. com 
pelling him to surrender his individ 
ualistic enterprise in order to find a 
livelihood: he must. therefore, adhere 
to the rule of Sunday rest There ts 
little time left in the weck. and 
Communist propaganda, being what 1! 


is, does its ulmost to prevent the 

young Jew from entering the 

synagogue. It -is. therefore. necessary 

for him to find a social outlet m 

another Jewish atmosphere. and thr 
he finds in the Folk Club 
Book Clubs 

Yiddish cultural lite m Poland has 


also found another way. of expression 
Ihis ts in the form of Yiddish 
book clubs. Originally sponsored b 
the FOLKS-STIMME of Warsaw. these 
clubs have now assumed almost a 
national character. every Jewish 
community having a separate club ot 
its own. The aim 1s to stimulate the 
buying of Yiddish books, classical as 
well those written and published 
under the Communist régime, present- 
ing. as it ys called, “ socialist realism. 
Jewish workers, as well protes 
sional people, make tt a rule to buy a 
certain number of books during the 
vear. and most of them invariably 
purchase the new Yiddish books pub- 
lished under the auspices of the 
Yiddish press or the Jewish Historical 
Institute.

Some Biblical Quotations

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JEWISH CLAIMS CONFERENCE 
Allocations for Israel 


To the Editor of THe Jewirsn CHRONICLE 


Sirn.—In your issue of March 
reference is made to the activities in 
Israe! of the Jewish Claims Conler- 
ence. Your report states that ~ the 
conference agreed to allocations lor 
work within Israel, the money to 
come from a fund that the Israel 
Government has agreed to make avai!- 
able for the maintenance of non- 
governmental agencies in Isracl. 

This report, however, is not quite 
correct, Article 2 of the Agreement 
hetween the Government of the Siate of 
Israel and the Claims Conference, dated 
September 10, 1952, requires that “ 18} 
per cent of the funds from Germany 
shall be used within Israel and shall be 
assigned by the Conference on Jewish 
Matcrial Claims Against Germany in 
agreement with the Government of the 
Siate of Israel to organisations operating 
in Israel." This sum, therefore, is not 
“a fund that the Israeli Government has 
igreed to make available for the main- 
i¢nance of non-governmental agencies in 
Isracl,” but the property of the Claims 
Conference, which assigns it im agree- 
ment with the Government of the State 
of Israel The sum 
1£ 12.000.000, 

Although this sum is even larger than 
the total amount available to the Claims 
Conference for its activities the world 
over, « was dealt with m a few minutes 
at the termination of the final session ol 
he recent conference in Paris. 

No accounts were submitted, no details 
were given of applications which had been 
unilaterally rejected by the Jewish Agency 
Ihe total allocated is about 1£1,500,000 
The balance of over [£1T0,800,000 is then 
placed in the coffers of the Jewish 
Agency. The Agency is, therefore, both 
judge and major recipient of these funds, 
surely an unprecedented and unjust 

One can sympathise with the situation 
im which the Jewish Agency finds itself 
On the other hand, the Government of 
Israc! already receives 664 per cent of 
the funds paid by the Federa! Republic 
of Germany. It was never the intention 
at the time of the signing of the Agrec- 
ment that the further 18} per cent allo- 
cated “to organisations operating in 
Israel,’ would be taken over by the 
Jewish Agency, whose activities are surely 
parallel with those of the Government 

Ihere would seem to be a complete 
lack of objectivity on the part of- the 
Agency in its allocations. As your report 
siates, for one single institution, the

Hebrew University.. £220,000 has been 
given. For all tne yeshivoi throughout 
the length and breaain of Israel, and 
these include all the three groups, Vaad 


Yeshivot. Mital Hatoran, and Ichud 
Yeshivot. only 1.200.000 has been 
reserved, despite the vehement protests 
of the Chiel Rabbinate and Roshe 
y eshivot. 
Your report states that [£40,000 has 


been granted for refugee rabbis. lt should 
be pointed out that in the report of the 
Claims Conference it is stated “™ this 
grant is intended for various organisa- 
tions of refugee rabbis, numbering some 
780 families, most of them aged indi- 
viduals.” The Jewish Agency apparenily 
considers that the annual payment to an 
aged refugee rabbinical family should be 
1450! The Hillel Foundation, in Jeru- 
salem, receives a much larger grant than 
780 rabbinical families together, in order 
to build a second floor of their Jeru- 
salem house. 

No report was submitted to the con- 
ference on the applications unilaterally 
rexcied by the Agency. The Board of 
Directors, which was able to consider the 
world-wide applications and amend them 
where necessary, had not even the docu- 
mentation it. Thus, applications 
from the Evelina de Rothschild School, 
the renowned Shaare Zedck Hospital, the 
Beth Jacob Teachers’ Seminary in Jeru- 
salem—all of which surely required con- 
sideration—could noi even be considered. 

In our view the whole procedure ol 
the allocation of this 1£12,000,000 is a 
serious breach of the Agreement signed 


hetween Israc! and the Claims Confer- 
ence. tt is the Claims Conference which 
should in the first instance consider all 


applications, and then obtain the agree- 
ment of the Government of Israel. There 
can be no doult whatsoever that when 
the Agreement was signed, the clear inten- 
tion was that non-governmental agencies 
in Isracl should benefit from this 184 per 
cent, in view of the fact that the Govern- 
ment itself automatically acquires 66; 
per cent, 

It would appear that as a result of the 
Criticisms at the Paris 
reconsideration will be given to the 
procedure for the allocation of funds of 
the Claims Conference outside Israel. It 


iS Imperative that, at a very early date 
the manner of allocations in Israel itself 
should also be given most urgent

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U.S.S.R. AND ISRAEL 


THE new Isracli AMBASSADOR to the U.S.S.R., 
who is leaving next week to take up his 
appointment in Moscow, may find the politi- 
cal atmosphere made more bracing for him 
than did his predecessor. In the last few 
weeks the criss-cross of events in the Middle 
East arising out of the Turkish-lraqi Pact has 
caused the lines of Soviet and Israeli interest 
to run closer together and, in greater measure 
than before, has brought the two countries, 
although for very diflerent reasons; into an 
identity of attitude on a particular issue. Both 
the Soviet Union and Israel regard this pact 
as a potential danger to themselves. 

Moscow, much earlier than Israel, of course, 
took a hostile stand against the pact because 
it was so obviously aimed 
US.S.R., and it has been progressively 
vehement in its denunciations. Now Israel 
also, trom her own point of view, has seen 
the red light in that Turkey, the one State in 
the Middle East which she has considered 
more or less friendly, has made an alliance 
with a hostile Arab State—a political associa- 
tion which could easily be used to further 
Arab manayvres against Israel.

[his temporary coincidence of Russian and 
Israels interest-—as might have been expected 
was not overlooked in last week's debate 
in the Israeli Knesset. Some of its members, 


, oppressed by a sense of apprehension, signifi- 


cantly pointed out that the Israeli Govern- 
ment must realise that Israel's present interests 
conflict with those of the West, “ but are 
identical with those of the U.S.S.R." Careful 
as always, the Prime Minister, Mr. SHARETT, 
replied that, while he was fully aware of the 
need to have good relations with the U.S.S.R., 
the Israelis must not be confused about the 
identity of the Powers from which Israel is 
now seeking aid. He complained, too, that, 
while the Moscow press had played up every 
sign of opposition to the Turkish-Iraqi Pact 
in the Arab countries, it had ignored Israel's 
repeated official declarations against it. But 
even Mr. Swarerr, despite the carefully 
chosen phrases he employed in voicing his 
Governments disappointment, did not hide 
the fact that it was solely due to the shifts 
and changes in policy of the U.S.A. and 


Britain, who could not, for this reason, 
“ escape responsibility.” 
With the increasing isolation of Israel, 


forced on her by the present tactics of the 
Allied Powers, who, tavouring the Arabs, 
seem bent on excluding Israel from the 
general defensive alliance, it is evident that 
Israel might be tempted to seek allies, or 
at least sympathy, where she can, That is a 
great danger which it would be folly for the 
Western Powers to ignore. Certainly. geo- 
graphically Israel is favourably placed for 
them, and the Israeli people as a whole have 
an overwhelming preference for Western ideas 
and Western democracy. But there is a small 
but active Communist faction which could 
become not only a centre for fomenting 
trouble in Israel, but also in the surrounding 
Arab States, which also have their Communist 
infiltration movements. 


In this connection it is not without signifi- 
cance that a few days after the debate in the 
Knesset the Syrian and Lebanese Communist 
Parties were reported from Warsaw (as 
described on another page in this issue) to 
have published a joint appeal to all Arab 
States “ to recognise the State of Israel.” This 
appeal was said to have been agreed upon at 
a joint meeting of the “Central Committees 
of the Parties.” Communist Parties never do 
anything without instructions. 


That Russia is closely watching the situa- 
tion-—indeed, is to take advantage of 
every opportuasty to fish in troubled waters— 


goes without saying. Soviet press comments 
have been noticeably restrained in speaking 
In fact, there has not

been a single word of criticism or condemna- 
tion from Moscow on this score; rather the 
idea has been fostered that the general situa- 
tion in the Middle East is one for which 
Anglo-American policy is responsible and 
therefore to blame. a view which cannot but 
be appreciated in Isracl. 


In trying to assess a situation, it is well first 
to look on the dark side. Russia would 
probably not be averse to offering induce- 
ments to suit her purposes, and there are ways 
in which the Soviet Union could extend help 
to Israel. It will be recalled that Czecho- 
slovakia was able to furnish the new State 
with some of its arms in the conflict of 1948, 
and Russia (in order, it must be supposed, to 
embarrass Britain rather than to encourage 
the Jews) threw in her weight decisively in 
the United Nations to bring about the estab- 
lishment of the Israeli State. Once again it 
would not be too difficult for Communist 
arms to find their way into Israel. And, while 
it is impossible to say what will arise from the 
Security Council discussion on the Gaza 
incident, which is scheduled to proceed while 
this is being published, it is quite on the cards 
that Russia will give scant encouragement to 
Egypt. Then there is the question of man- 
power. Russia knows very well the need of 
Israel for more skilled men, and it is not 
beyond possibility that the Soviet and its 
satellites may decide to open their gates to 
Jewish emigration to Israel! on a large scale— 
provided, of course, that Israel adopts a more 
sympathetic attitude towards the Eastern 
European States and withdraws somewhat 
from its Western orientation. Naturally, 
Russia would be guided in this by her own 
political interests and by the desire to offset 
and upset what she regards plainly as 
American military plans in the Middle East. 
Ihe bait to Israel could be a large and tempt- 
ing one. And it is one that cannot and should 
not be left out of account by those who seem 
determined to pursue a policy which can only 
result in driving Israel into embittered 
isolation. 


ON page |! appears a report of the 12th 
annual meeting of the Council of Christians 
and Jews. Spiritual leaders of both. the 
Jewish and Christian communities took part 
in what was a memorable gathering, as, for 
the first time, representatives also attended 
from similar Councils in France, Germany, 
the Saar, and Switzerland. The chair was 
taken by the ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY, 
who 1s one of the Council's Presidents, his 
co-Presidents being the Moperator of the 
Church of Scotland, the MopeRATOR of the 
Free Church Federal Council, and the CHIEF 
Raps. Until recently the CARDINAL ARCH- 
BISHOP OF WESTMINSTER was also one of the 
distinguished Presidents, but he and his 
Roman Catholic colleagues have withdrawn 

—one hopes only temporarily—from_ the 
Council, This withdrawal of the Roman 
Catholic representatives, who had rendered 
valuable service to the Council since its incep- 
tion in 1942, is to be deeply regretted, as is the 
emphasis given to it by a statement issued this 
week by Cardinal Grirrin, also reported on 
page |. The fact that they were all pro- 
visionally re-elected to office gives expression 
to the general hope that further negotiations 
will enable ways and means to be found for 
them to rejoin without offence to Roman 
Catholic principles. For the Council may 
well be proud of its success in having secured 
the enthusiastic collaboration—not, in the 
normal course, so easily obtainable—of 
different sections of the Jewish and Chris- 
tian communities no less than of Jews and 
Christians as such. The cause which can 
unite staunch adherents of such variant 
denominations must indeed be a great and 
compelling one. 

Both the immediate objectives and their 
wider significance were well described by 
the Council's Chairman, the Rev. Dr. C. E. 
RAVEN. The Council's work in this country 
and wherever it existed, he said, was of 
quite primary and, in a sense, unique 
importance. For not only were they all 
united together in combating the evils of 
antisemitism and racial] intolerance, but also 
in advocating a new relationship and new 
attributes between those whose religious 
differences in the past had been bitterly 
acute. At a time when the whole thinking 
world was searching for forms of coexis- 
tence, declared Dr. RAVEN, the experience 
which the Council had gained was a real 
possession in trust for much wider circles of 
humanity than could yet be appreciated. 


CHRONICLE 
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It was therefore a happy choice that the 
two addresses delivered at the annual meeting 
were on the theme of “ Religious Groups and 
Problems of Racial Tension.” The HAHAM 
and the BisHop OF JOHANNESBURG spoke 
about a subject of contemporary urgency 
on which the voice of religion demands to 
be heard. From the Jewish standpoint, the 
Hanam showed that the teachings of our 
Faith proclaim the brotherhood of all men 
as children of the One God. Judaism 1s 
opposed to all doctrines and practices which 
impose a colour bar and the dominance of 
a particular race. The Bishop oF JOHANNES- 
BURG spoke from intimate knowledge of 
racial tensions in South Africa. . His chal- 
lenge to Jewish scholars to denounce the 
travesty of “the chosen people ~ as applied 
by white racialists in Africa today deserves 
to be heeded. 

Nor should we overlook the fact that 
South Africa is not the only part of the 
world where racial tensions need to be 
relieved. In all continents similar tensions 
exist, although fortunately not everywhere 
in the same acute and aggravated degree. 
From their own experience and suffering, 
Jews are only too well aware of such 
tensions in many parts of North Africa and 
the Middle East. And, of course, Jews are 
very far from being the only sufferers from 
oppression and discrimination. Indeed, the 
subject is of such world-wide importance 
that, as announced on page 14, .a Contfer- 
ence of Non-Governmental Organisations 
interested in the eradication of prejudice 
and discrimination is being convened by the 
United Nations to meet in Geneva at the 
end of this month. 

Whether at home or abroad, the relieving 
of tensions between different groups and 
races should be regarded as a primary 
endeavour of all who profess to believe in 
the One Creator and Father of all mankind. 
In applying itself to this task, the Council 
of Christians and Jews deserves to receive 
the active support of citizens Of every 
religious creed. 


TERCENTENARY CELEBRATION 


IMMENSE gratification has been occasioned 
by the announcement that Her Majesty the 
QueEN has granted her patronage to the 
Council for the Tercentenary of the Resettle- 
ment of the Jews in the British Isles. This 
signal honour has been most deeply appre- 
ciated by British Jewry both at home and 
overseas. It has been announced that the 
Council, of which Viscount SAMUEL 1s Presi- 
dent and Lord COHEN Vice-President, is 
tormulating plans for the tercentenary cele- 
brations to be held in 1956. With the 
announcement of the QUEEN'S patronage, 
the Council will doubtless feel encouraged 
to take further measures to inform the 
general public of the precise plans and pro- 
gramme of events which it has under con- 
templation. Moreover, full particulars will 
doubtless be published of the plans which 
are to be made for the endowment of educa- 
tional schemes as permanent memorials of 
next year’s celebration. Indeed, 1955 marks 
the tercentenary of MENASSEH BEN ISRAEL'S 
mission to OLIVER CROMWELL and of the 
Whitehall Conference which formed the 
prelude to the Resettlement. It is desirable, 
therefore, that the whole project should be 
well launched and publicised throughout 
British Jewry—alike in the Metropolis, the 
Provinces, and overseas—at an early date. 
From preliminary reports, it appears that 
the programme is intended to comprise a 
number of notable features. It is under- 
stood that arrangements have been made for 
a central religious service at Bevis Marks 
Synagogue, in which the ecclesiastical 
representatives of all religious sections— 
Ashkenazi and Sefardi, Orthodox, Reform, 
and Liberal—will participate. Again, plans 
have been reported for an impressive exhibi- 


tion of historical, artistic, and literary 
treasures at the Victoria and Albert 
Museum. Many other important functions 


will doubtless be held both in London and 
local centres throughout Britain and the 
Commonwealth. The permanent com- 
memoration appears to envisage endowment 
schemes for University Readerships and 
for the welfare of youth. All these pro- 
posals cannot but arouse the keenest interest 
and expectancy, and, while a brief summary, 
written by Mr. Sipney SALOMON, Press 
Officer to the Board of Deputies, is’ now 
being issued as a pamphlet under the title 
of “Three Centuries of Anglo-Jewry,” 
further details and particulars will be eagerly 
awaited.

~ MODERN CITIES 


Great Cities of the World. Edited by 
w A. Rosson. Allen & Unwin. 63s.

[his is a symposium to which a 
score of authors have contributed 
chapters dealing with as many Ciltes. 
fhe edifor seems less concerned with 
the future than with the present and 
the past. He has produced a sort of 
text-book for Town Clerks, a species 
that is not liable to particularly bold 
attempts at revolutionary changes. 
Everything is related to purely 
administrative considerations and the 
important and far-reaching efforts of 
town «country planning and 
regional planning m many parts of 
the world are not even mentioned. 
However, a local government cannot 
function successfully and creatively 
without drawing itS Main inspiration 
from the integration of the urban and 
rural forces im one grand scheme 
which has been worked out on a 
regional scale and on the most pro- 
gressive lines. It is, therefore, regrei- 
table that only the old regional sur- 
veys are mentioned, but not the 
numerous beginnings which lead to a 
wider and totally different outlook 
even in administrative matters. 

In general there seems to be a 
certain confusion in the editor's mind 
and in that of some of the contribu- 
tors. Thus it is strange to read that 
“satellite towns are independent 
towns located some distance away 
from the metropolis.” The very idea 
of a satellite town 1s that it: 1s 
dependent on the nearest city. hence 


its name. Or the remark that Parts ts 
in many respects a model of town 
planning. This is, to say the least, a 


benevolent misunderstanding. dictated 
perhaps by the existence of a few 
islands of beauty rather than by a 
general and remarkable layout of the 
as a whole Ihe chapter on 
Moscow 1s rather poor. but this may 
be due to the difficulty of obtaining 
the relevant material. Although this 
difficulty did not apply to Bombay 
and Calcutta, this chapter 1s also some- 
what unsatisfactory, imasmuch as it 


does not bring out the immense prob-. 


lem raised by the pressure of popula- 
uon. Possibly the best chapter is that 
on Zurich, while the rest are compe- 
tent, though not inspiring, reports of 
what is or has been with a sprinkle of 
pious hopes for the future. 


Cultural Facilities 


There are many references to the 
Jewish questions in the chapters on 
Amsterdam. Montreal. and New York. 
Interesting conclusions can be drawn 
from the number and categories of 
Jewish citizens living in these cities as 
regards educational facilities and the 
transmutation. of Jewish culture. 
especially in New York, in relation to 
the slow disappearance of anti-Jewish 
eXclusiveness. 

[he illustrations are on the whole 
very good and sensibly chosen, while 
the maps are excellent as a help. in 
understanding the physical and politi- 
cal Structure of some of the Cities. 
The reader who is not particularly 
interested in administrative problems 
may feel that too much emphasis is 
laid on questions which are only the 
means and not the ends. This one- 
sided approach does not produce a 
true picture of the complexity of city 
life today, which is in a state of violent 
transformation with the likelihood of 
greater changes than perhaps ever 
before.

T is conceivable that different 
opinions will be held on some of 
the awards by,the Jewish Claims 

Conference from the funds of 
German reparations money. But 
conscientious critics will also appre- 
ciate that, among British institu- 
tions, a well-warranted choice was 
the Wiener Library. It was not 
only warranted on its own merits: 
it was a choice that had the touch 
of historical justice For the 
Wiener Library had a good deal to 
do with the operation that broke 
Hitler and so secured what little 
restitution has been forthcoming 
This much is now solidly estab- 
lished, as is the Library's reputation 
among students of modern history 
all over the world. 


* * 


Linguists occasionally fancy that its 
name 1s derived from the city of 
Vienna, but the founder, Dr. Alfred 
Wiener, who is 70 this week. really 
hails from a very different quarter 
from the citadel of Prussianism. 
Potsdam, where he was born, and 
from that once thriving area of 
Jewish culture. the Province of Posen. 
where he grew up. It was there that 
one found the origins of that com- 
pound of advanced assimilation which 
long and memorably flourished until 
it came to grief in 1933. Dr. Wiener 
was one of its foremost champions 
ever since, in 1919, he joined, and by 
Stages rose to direct, the Central 
Association (°C.V.") of German 
Citizens of the Jewish Faith. 

It 1s today easy. because it is the 
fashion, to show disdajn for an 
ideology that produced so odd a 
hybrid. After all, what seemed to be 
the most formidable challenge to 
Zionism was soundly defeated. But 
Dr. Wiener’s record is a reminder that 
the final judgment must still be sus- 


pended. For it is patently only part 
of the truth that German Jews were 
more German than the Germans—in 
the sense that everv Jew is the Pi#l 
to the Gentile Aal. There is more to 
it than that. and Wiener may well 
present himself as a witness 

He early learnt by practical training 


that the Jewish story ts one and in- 
divisible. As private secretary to the 
redoubtable Paul Nathan. chief of the 
Hilfsverein der Deutschen Juden. he 
was made intimately familiar with the 
sufferings of Eastern Jewry, but also 
with the German Jewish interest in the 
development of Palestine. especially in 
connection with the Haifa Technion. 
He visited Palestine several times. for 
the first time in 1908, from Cairo. 
where he was working as a corre- 
spondent in a bookshop, having just

fingshed his studies m Oriental lan- 
guages, with a thesis on the history of 
Arab literature 

But his true calling. of course, is 
Jewish literature, or. rather, literature 
concerning Jews. and as a connorsseur 
of anything ever printed in that 
sphere he 1s not likely to be casily 
surpassed.

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A DEBT OR CHARITY? 


By EUSTACE CHESSER 


courting of the eminent, the rivalry. 
the swelling self-importance, the itch 
for publicity, the fear of being over- 
looked ' How wearisomely familiar 
it has all become ' 

Yet what. in the name of Heaven. 
has all this really got to do with 
charity? 

Are we so degenerate that we have 
to be wined and dined, flattered and 
publicised, before we will loosen our 
purse-strings”? Are we so sunk jn 
materialism that we can only be 
generous on the promise of reward” 
Are we vulnerable to no. other 
stimulus than that of “keeping up — 
with the Cohens and the Goldbergs’ 

Heaven forbid that such a picture 
should be true—and yet, surveying the 
contemporary scene, we should have 
to forgive our critics for assuming 
that if was 


Wherein lies the blame? I believe 
that we have gone wrong on two 
counts : first, by equating charity 


with Big Business, and secondly. by 
equating Israel with Charity. 


Forgetting the Cause 


fhe fault does not lie in the atti- 
tude of those who, for one of several 
reasons. feel a deep desire to help 
Israel. but in the perversion—lI hesi- 
tate to call it deliberate—-of the chart- 
table spirit jtself by those who have 
taken it upon themselves to direct 
Jewish efforts on behalf of Israel. The 
large combines that have come into 
being in recent years have made of 
charity a vested interest. And so it 
is the organjsation that matters—and 
the organisers are tending to forget 
the cause for which it exists. Worse. 
these combines are coming to resemble 
dictatorships and “closed § shops 
since they seek to restrict and regulate 
our charitable jmpulses—to decide 
where and even when we must give; 
for as well as a “closed shop” they 
have instituted a “closed season.” 
Woe betide the fellow-traveller who 
associates himself with any other 
charitable cause, or the organisation 
outside the combine which stages an 
appeal at an unprescribed time! 

Not only are our baser motives 
being appealed to and exploited in the 


name of charity—not only are we 
being conditioned into thinking that 
the greater the organisation the 
greater the charity--but we are being 
subjected to pressures for which 
perhaps social blackmail would not be 
too strong a word. 

If this not charjty 
then what is it” Ihe essence of 
charity is the help given freely to 
those less fortunate than ourselves 
be they the sick. the voung, the aged, 
or the poor—be it a scientific, edu- 
cational, or cultural establishment 
But the workings of the colossus of 
organised charity is a negation of 
charitv mm that demes us this right. 

Nor must we forget that the organ- 
isation is the means, not the end 
the means by which the multifarious 
and personal charitable impulses of 
its Supporters should be expressed. It 


gone mad, 


is not good enough to expect-——or 
demand—contributions to a common 
pool If the cause be ignored or 


neglected, then the much-provoked 
goose might stop laying the golden 
egg. It is still true that you cannot 
fool all of the people all of the time. 
Present methods, if continued, may 
well slowly but surely dry up the 
springs of true charity altogether. 


More Dignitied Method Urged 


As things stand, we have little 
choice but to give our help under the 
eeis of “orgamsed charity.’ But 
surely a better and more dignified 
method could be devised. 

As a first step towards this I would 
suggest the removal of the word 
“charity from our vocabulary—at 
at least in so far as Israel is concerned. 
We are not behaving charitably when 
we send money, gifts. or supplies 
directly or indirectly to Israel. We 
are paying a debt—-a debt that we owe 
to Israel and which no Jew, however 
situated, can honestly deny. Our help 
to Israel is no more than the fulfilment 
of our responsibilities and obligations. 
Our help is our duty—our vicarious 
way of plaving a part, however small, 
in the foundation—or the refound- 
ation—of the Jewish State. We 
should think of ourselves as being 
privileged to be associated in what, 


idealiv, we should regard as a holy 
task. 

One does not have to be a crusading 
Zionist really to appreciate what the 
establishment of Isracl has meant to 
Jews throughout the world. We can 
all hold our heads the higher for 
feeling that, after so long. we have 
founded -a parent-nation And if 1s 
this that should fashion our attitude, 
It is as if we are Israels grown, inde- 
pendent, and self-supporting cmidren. 
As such we owe a duty —but to inter- 
pret this as charity would be equiva- 
lent to suggesting that ordinary 
parents are entitled to expect nothing 
but charity from their chiidren. And 
how imsulted we should feel if this 
were the case' 


Biblical Precedent 


Would it. not be possible for us to 
evolve some scheme whereby every 
Jew who was willing contributed a 
set portion of his income—harking 
back. as it were, to the Biblical tithe 

to the service of Israel’ If as little 
as one per cent were set aside. then 
each would feel that he was playing 
his part. Thus we should be con- 
siderably freed from the pressure of 
ulterior motives—which we ourselves 
often recognise as being far from 
charitable in origin. Appeals and 
campaigns could thereby be largely 
avoided, and we should be meeting 
our obligations in a far more straight- 
forward and simple manner, Further- 
more, such a system might make us 
realise more fully than we do today 
the extent of our indebtedness to 
Isracl|. It would certainly have a 
greater dignity. A donation would no 
longer be a matter of prestige but of 
duty. 

The simple truth is that our present 
methods are unworthy of the cause 
we seck to serve. Manv of us. I 
think, appreciate this, but the pattern 
has been set and we cannot see quite 
how it can be changed. Yet the 
change must come—the present 
situation, so unedifying and even 
ludicrous at times, just cannot go on. 
If only we could bring simplicity and 
clarity into our methods—and into 
our minds—then we and Israc! would 
benefit tremendously both spiritually 
and materially.

This wine and food anthology, 
culled from the pages of the WIN 
AND Foop QUARTERLY, was originally 
produced during the war when eating, 
like much else, was perforce a mere 
utility process. There were those, 
however. who felt that because “ good 
eating and drinking is an integral 
difference between civilised and bar- 
barous peoples,” the belief that we 
should eat and drink again was as 
important as “the keeping alive of 
ballet. music. and the other fine 
arts.” Now that good food and wine 
are no longer a nostalgic dream, this 
book will still provide many hours of 
entertainment for those who dip into 
its pages. Containing essays and some 
poems by many famous authors, it 
always takes food seriously but never 
lacks a sense of humour. 

Edward Heron-Allen describes the 
history, cultivation, and cooking of 
asparagus; Hilaire Belloc gives 
advice to a young man on wine; 
William Clayton-Hutton expounds on 
mushrooms; and, just to point the 
contrast, G. B. Stern writes an essay 
“On Fasting.” There is a descrip- 
tion of a strangely perfect. French 
dinner in a fort in the middle of the

Charoseth 
(For the Seder Table) 

Apples, 4 seedless raisins, 2 oz. 
almonds, 2 ©z.; cinnamon.

Mix together, adding cinnamon to 
taste. If sour apples are used add a little 
castor sugar.

LU.J.F. WEEK-END SCHOOL AT OXFORD 
“The Jew in the Contemporary World” 


From our Special Correspondent 


OXFORD 

Ihere was a pleasant air of infor- 
mality about the first week-end school 
programme arranged by the Oxford 
University Jewish Socety for the 
inter-Lniversay Jewish Federation at 
Oxiord this week. More than 160 
attended the school, three- 
Ol them being visitors trom 
universilies. 

“Certainly no one could have com- 
plained of a frigid decorum; the atmo- 
phere was fraiher that of a shuebdl, 
Perhaps too much modernity would have 
been out of place in what was described 
by one of the speakers as the oldest 
Jewish community in England 

licre we saw the syngagoguc being 
used as it was in the old days, as a 
mecting place rather than specifically as 
a house of prayer. If Grace after Meals 
was recited in a hubbub, it was recited 
none the less with sincerity: and if the 
table from which the lecturers spoke was 
litcred with the debris of the preceding 
dinner, that did not detract from the 
auienuon with which they were listened 

Of course, the shtichl amosphere has, 
for the outside: disadvantages. There 
irc too many esoteric wiillicisms, too 
many “family jokes” incomprehensible 
to ihe untutored visitor Who, for 
example, is “ Mr. Rothschild,” and why 
did every mention of his name occasion 
uproarious merriment ? These things 
ire, in the words of Artemus Ward, 
*wrept in mystery. 

Hlowever, to deal with matters more 
suited to the understanding of hoi polloi, 
the programme, the subject of which was 
‘The Jew in the Contemporary World 

Problems of Adjustment.” was opened 
on Friday evening by Mr. Max .Beloff, 
and the introductory talk on “ Genera! 
Historical Background" was given by 
Mr. Cecil Roth 

After referring to the “ mmmeasurable 
SUPCTIOTILy " of the Jewish standard of 
culture over that of the surrounding 
community during the Middle Ages, Mr 
Roth proc eded to deal with the causes 
of its progressive disintegration——-for to 
maintam today, he said, that the culture 
of the synagogue was superior in quality 
to that of the surrounding secular com- 
munity was the sheerest hypocrisy 


Si 


Cultural Disintegration 


Ihe main reasons he advanced for this 
disintegration were the removal of Jewish 
disabilities, and consequent cultural 
assimilation, and the great movements 
of Jewish populations resultant, in part, 
from communications, 

In the twelfth century, said Mr. Roth, 
the Jews of Oxford, for example, were 
mainly money-lendet necessarily so, 
since no other occupation was open to 
them Once does not go out to do a 
days work at money- -lending : one stays 
at home and waits for the customers. 
Thus, he said, the lew had time to sparc 
and this teme he devoted to the study 
of the Talmud. When ut was possibie 
for him to undertake other and more 
normal work, it also became. necessary 
for a merchant, for instance, to read and 
write the vernacular, with the result that 
he had less time, and pM rhaos less mnclina- 
for specifically wish studies 

Also, the great movements of popuia- 
tions made for less tghtly knit commu- 
nities and a conscaucni of come sion 

Speaking of the Anglo-Jewish commu- 
nity, Mr. Roth said that hada proud 
record both for chat table work ; nd for 
Jewish solidarity as had noed 
on many occasions, particularly at the 
time of the Russian pogroms of this 
century But certainly nobody could 
ever accuse the Ang!lo-Jewish community 
of being cultured so tar as Jewis/: culture 
was concerned. 

Although describing himself—with httle 
obvious reason——as an optimist, Mr. Roth 
could see small hope for the future If 
there were any hope, then in his omnion 
« was to be found in the youth move- 
ments, and possibily in the Jewish public 
and condary hools 

The vigorous bout of gquesiions (many 
of them not so much interrogatory as 
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argumentative) that followed his remarks 
may possibly have reinforced his rather 
tentative optimism; but on that port 
Mr. Roth was silent. 

Dr. A. L. Goodhart, Master of Univer- 
sity College, Oxford, who on Saturday 
spoke on “ The Problem of being in a 
Minority,” perhaps sought to disarm 
criticism by stating at the beginning of 
his remarks that he could as well have 
entitled his speech “ The Advantages of 
being in a Minority.” 

The Jew, he said, was essentially the 
nonconformist, and for that reason 4 
most valuable element in our socral Ife 
But the Jew was, by virtue of that fact, 
an irritam. If Jews were disliked tt was 
not so much because they ha® positive 
bad qualities as because they had certain 
qualities, good in themselves, in an ¢xces- 
sive degree. Even if carrying out only 
the role of critic, the Jews 
had a vital part to play 

This speech also provoked so much 
discussion as to validate beyond all 
doubt the a. estimate of the 
critical faculties of the Jew 

On Sunday afternoon Mr. Isaiah 
Berlin spoke on “ Is Israel the Answer ?” 
He was, however, not willing to permit 
this talk to be reporicd 

In addition to the strictly academic 
sessions (over which Mr. B. Rabinowitz, 
President of the society, presided), there 
was a kiddush on Shabbat morning, 4 
Motzei Shabbat gathering, and a social 
and dance later in the evening, as well as 
a farewell social on Sunday

The main theme of the meeting was 
to discover whether the present day, 
represented by the atom, was irfevocably 
materialistic, or whether man sull sought, 
and looked to, God as the Ulumaic 
Being. To this end, cach of the speakers

Rabbi Jacobs saw the problem as “* Will 
God, or man, solve man’s problems?” 
He thought of God as fulfilling the 
destiny of mankind through man, and 
the attempt to construct a beticr society 
on earth as partly showing Gods 
purpose. 

On the question of war, Dr. Jacobs 
said that in the tdeal society, all was 
was sinful, but as socicty was not yet 
ideal, this hypothesis could no; hold. 

The chair at the symposium was taken 
by Robert Weinberg, President of the 
L.S.E. Students’ Union, and a member 
of the Jewish Society

Reported Call for Recognition 
By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


A report that Arab Communist 
parties had called for recognition of 
the State of Israel has been broadcast 
by a Warsaw Station. 

In a talk in Yiddish a Warsaw broad- 
cast, dealing with the situation in the 
Middle East, quoted a press report from 
Syria to the effect that the Syrian and 
Lebanese Communist Parties had 
published in the newspaper. At-Fara, 
a jomt appeal to all Arab States to 
recognise the State of Israel. This appeal. 
it Was Stated, had been agreed upon at a 
joint meeting of the Central Commitice 
of the Communist Parties both in Syria 
and the Lebanon. 

The report was obviously intended to 
strengthen the position of the Communist 
Party m Israel and its increased cam- 
paign for a closer relationship between 
Isracl and the U.S.S.R. The broadcast 
of this report by Warsaw shows the close 
contact that exists between the Com- 
munists in the Middle East and Eastern 
Europe, and the caretul planning of their 
joint propaganda efforts.

ARTIST'S DESIRE TO MARRY CHRISTIAN 
Hunger Strike Against Rabbinical Law

JERUSALEM 

Mr. Moshe Barak, a 27-year-old 
sabra. on Tuesday at a Tel Aviv hotel 
began a hunger strike in_ protest 
against the absence of facilities in 
Israel for civil marriages. Mr. Barak's 
immediate problem is his desire to 
marry a Yugoslav non-Jewess, Miss 
Oria Stankowicz. Neither Mr. Barak 
nor his fiancée will change their faith. 

When I spoke to Mr. Barak. who was 
lying on his bed tn his hotel room, his 
hancée at his bedside, he told me. that 
he had been born in Haifa and was an 
artist living in the painters’ village of 
Ein Hod. He had studied in London, he 
said. and had been married according to 
Jewish law at the age of 20 and subse- 
quently divorced. Miss Stankowicz had 
been married to a Yugoslav Jew and had 
emigrated to Israel with him four years 
azo She speaks Hebrew fluently. She 
was divorced from her husband and has 
been living with Mr. Barak for the past 
two and half years, he told me, 

He added that-he was fighting for the 
of freedom of conscience.

JERUSALEM 

The Israeli Cabinet has appointed 
two ministerial committees to examine 
problems connected with the Jeru- 
salem Municipality. 

One committee, headed by Mr. 
the Prime Minister. will 
diate solution to the problem of inter- 
party quarrels, as a result of which the 
Left-wing parties have demanded the 
resignation of the Mayor. Mr. Y. Kariv 
(Mizrachi). The second committee. 
headed by the Minister of Justice, will 
re-cXamine the recommendations made 
two years ago. by a commission of 
inquiry, which suggested revolutionary 
changes, including municipal elections on 
a non-party basis and the election of a 
mayor by ihe voters, and not the coun- 
cillors. The commitice also recommended 
that a city manager be appointed to run 
municipal aflairs. But the committee's 
report was shelved. 

The affairs of the Municipality have 
been chaotic since the last elections nearly

four years ago. The city’s inadequate 
income is largely due to lack of indus- 
trial enterprises, the preponderance of 


civil servants, and the failure of the city 
to recover from the blows it suffered 
during the siege 

Inter-party squabbles have resulted in 
an uneasy coalition between the General 
Zionists, Cherut, and the religious parties. 
and the unrelenting hostility of the Left- 
wing opposition groups have made the 
situation impossible Last week. all 
groups except the religious parties 
demanded the Mayor's resignation.

NEW JEWISH GROUP “NECESSARY”

| New YorK 
Ihe Amerjcan Jewish C ongress will 
support the establishment of an over- 


all representative Jewish body, as out- 
lined recently by Dr. Nahum Gold- 
mann, to handle international issues 


affecting Jewry. 

Dr. Israel Goldstein, the President of 
the Congress, Said in a statement for Tue 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, that such a_ body, 
‘on the widest possible scale 1s desirable 
and necessary to protect Jewish rights 
wherever they are threatened.’ 

‘The recent successful experience in 
sectiing up a representative world-wide 
Jewish body in connection with Jewish 
claims against Germany indic: ates that such 
an attempt may be feasible.’ he said. He 
added: * It should be clear, howeve: ‘ 
the newly formed body would have oe 
the kind of body which would have AfMe 
power to take action. If it were 


only a consultative body, it wg not 
serve the purpose required a ; in my 
personal view, the World Jewi ongress, 


under such circumstances, should not 
agree to give up its identity and function. 

Dr. Goldstein said that the American 
Jewish Congress would support the pro- 
ject “ provided it would be a body organ- 
ised for action. and not merely for con- 
sultation.”’. If such a body is formed. the 
American Jewish Congress, like other 
great American organisations, will become 
one of its affiliates and will act like other 
affiliates in carrying through its decisions 
with regard to world Jewish problems. 
At the same time, like other American 
athihates of the world body, the American 
Jewish Congress will continue as hereto- 
fore its significant programme on _ the 
American scene im the field of civil rights 
and liberties, safeguarding the separation 
of Choarch and Siate. and promoting the 

efive cultural and spiritual vaiues of 
living. 

he Jewish Labour Committee is 

to consider the scheme shorily, 
but present indications are that consider- 
able work will have to be done to stir 
up real enthusiasm for the organisation. 

The American Jewish Committee has 
refused to comment on the proposal.
